of its very ſuperior extent. It ſeems the more neceſſary that means 
ſhonld be uſed for its ſpeedy ſettlement, as St; Vincent (which is a 
{mall iſland of about twenty-two miles in length, and about fourteen 
or ſixteen miles broad; is fituated only eight leagues due ſouth of St. 
Lucia, and as the leeward fide of it is too much contracted by the 
mountains to admit of a ſufficient number of ſettlements and inhabitants 
to protect it againſt that growing French colony. 8 
Perhaps it may not be amiſs to remark, that the French King, till 
the late ceſſion of this iſland to the crown of Great Britain, always af- 
feed to acknowledge it as the property of. the Charibbs, and the latter 
have accordingly imagined they had the beſt right to it; however, when 
they perceived the Engliſh repairing thither at the concluſion of the 
peace, many of them were defirous of removing to St. Lucia, but they 
were refuſed admittance by the French Governor. , © 
They do not at this time appear to know what to think of their pre- 
ſent 'fituation, what will be acknowledged theirs; or indeed what to 
claim ; only as they have heard that the Commiſſioners were ordered by 
the King not to diſpoſe or ſurvey any of the lands inhabited or claimed 
by them till further orders, and as the utmoſt good faith has been pre- 
ſerved reſpecting them, they ſeem inclined to require more than they 
can poflibly find uſeful,” or indeed than they would otherwiſe have 
preſumed to do. As matters now are, they certainly appear fit objects 
of his Majeſty's clemency, and perhaps it were a curious ſpeculation 
bo beſt to diſpoſe of them conſiſtent with their own happineſs, the 
peace and ſafety of the preſent. Britiſh ſubjects, ſettled in the iſland 
along with them, and the future population and culture of the colony. 
If I may be allowed to ſpeak my opinion, the ſooner ſomething is 
determined on this head, the better; and. as. the ifland bas been ceded in 
full right to his Majeſty, and it is not to be ſuppoſed that ſo ſmall a

and its native ſavages, I beg leave to ſubmit to your Lordſhips con- 
ſideration the following propoſitionnqagssss 
. * Firſt, That inſtructions be forthwith ſent out to the Governor Ge- 
neral of the Grenades, or in his abſence, to the commander in chief for 
the time being, and to the Lieutenant Governor of St. Vincent, and 
alſo to his Majeſty's Commiſſioners for the ſale and diſpoſal of lands to 
the following effect; that means be contrived, that it may be known as 
ſpeedily and generally as poſſible among the Charibbs, that the King is 
graciouſly pleaſed to confider them as his loving ſubjects, and will pro- 
| | es Mc tect 
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tect them in their freedom while they continue to demean themſel ves 
faithfully and peaceably, ſubmitting themſelves to be governed by the 
laws of Great- Britain, or ſuch laws as _ hereafter be in force | in the 


country, reſpecting free negroes or otherw! 


And that moreover, his Majeſty has commanded his Commilſoners 
to ſurvey and diſpoſe of, with all convenient ſpeed, all the lands fitua- 
ted and lying between the river Rebechi, windward to Grandefable, 


and ſo round to Chateau Bellair. But that they are alſo directed to al- 
lot ſuch lands as they ſhall judge convenient and ſufficient to be allot- 
ted for the uſe, and as the property of the Charibbs, free mylattoes, and 
negroes now reſiding in St. Vincent, having regard always, in making 
theſe arrangements, to the future culture, population, and ſecurity of the 
ifland, as well as the comfort and ſatisfaction of the Charibbs themſelves, 
who are expected to aid and aſſiſt the Commiſſioners and Surveyors in 
the performance of this neceflary work; but will incur the King's 
heavy diſpleaſure and ſevere wide, if they attempt to oppoſe 
them, in the execution of his commands, ſo eflential to their own ha 
pineſs, and to that of his faithful ſubjects in the ſame iſland: for which 
purpoſes the neceflary orders are given to the Governors and Com- 
manders of his Majeſty's fleets and armies in chat part of the world, ſnould 
they prove diſobedient or refractory, contrary to his juſt expectation 
and the favorable accounts he has hitherto received concerning them, 
from his Governors and Commiſſioner s. 

The Governor ſhould alſo be inſtructed, that if it be found works 
| fary, he is to aſſiſt and prot the Surveyors, and others employed in 


the ſervice. 


Secondly, At the ſame time ho inſtructions, io the eſſect juſt men · 


tioned, are ſent out to the Governors, Sc. inſtructions to * be 
ing purport might be diſpatched to the Commiſſioners. 
PForthwith to ſurvey and diſpoſe of, in a manner confotmabl' to 


their former inſtructions, all tbe cultivable lands, fituated between the 


river Rebechi, windward, to Grandeſable and ſo round Chateau Bel- 
air, and to cauſe the nn allotments to be laid out and diſpoſed of, 
in the quickeſt and Jeaft- expenſive: method an can ood contrived; un- 
fiſtent with the ſpirit of their inftrucions. - 

To allot fete lands as they ſhall judge e and Callajent cf to 


be allotted for the uſe, and as the property of the Charibbs, ſree mulat- 


toes, and free negrocs, now reſiding in St. Vincent, having regard al- 


ways in making theſe arrangements to the future culture, population © 


and ſecurity of the iſland, as well as the comfort and ſatisfaction of the

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Charibbs themſelves, whom his Majeſty is pleaſed to conſider as his 
adopted ſubjects, and are to be provided for with the utmoſt humanity, 
and protected as long as they continue to demean themſelves faithfully - 
and peaceably. „„ | | ; 
In the courſe of this duty whenever it is Judged neceſſary, for his 
Majeſty's ſervice, or the ſafety and importance of the colony that the 
Charibbs ſhall be removed from their preſent huts and cleared grounds 
to ſome other part of the country, good, proper, and ſufficient wood- 
lands ſhall be allotted them in lieu thereof, and the Charibbs ſhall be per- 
mitted” to eontinue to reſide on their preſent. cleared lands, until they 
ſhall have gathered all their proviſions, built huts, and cleared and planted 
their other lands, allotted in lieu thereof; for which purpoſe five years 
ſhall be allowed them from the date of theſe inſtructions, unleſs they 
are contented to remove themſelves ſooner. 5 
That in ſuch caſes their former cleared lands are to be comprized in, 
and fold with the plantation allotment of woodlands ſurrounding them, 
as contiguous as may happen to be moſt convenient, and on the removal 
of the Charibbs are to become the property of the perſon: poſſeſſed of 
ſuch ſurrounding, or contiguous plantation and not before. $04 
That in dae of theſe arrangements made, and the future 
removal of the Charibbs, they ſhall be paid for theſe cleared lands, fo 
comprized and ſold as before, at the rate of four Johannes, or 131. 4s. 
currency per acre, according to furvey, or the faireſt computation that 
can be made, if ſuch ſurvey cannot expeditiouſly enough be executed. 
That this money. ſhall be paid them by the Receiver in two payments, 
the firſt whenever the cleared lands ſhall be ſold, the ſecond at the ex- 
piration of five years from the date hereof; or ſooner if he ſhall receive 
the certificate from the purchafer, that the Charibbs are actually and 
voluntarily removed. OY Titty 1 255 
That theſe cleared lands ſhall be put up at auction, at a price not 
leſs than 101. ſterling per acre, and that the money to be paid by the 
purchaſer for theſe cleared lands, according to the price they may happen 
to ſell for at auction, ſhall be paid to the Receiver; one half down, the 
other half at the expiration of five years, or when he ſhall receive a 
certificate that the Charibbs are actually removed. But the wood-

they hold by certificate, ſhall be tranſmitted by the Commiſſioners, to

to come in, and affix the great ſeal, if thought ia Tag to the Com-

WI " E kt $ 15 Maj eſty was pleaſed, by bis Aff b®tion bende 
date the 24th of March, 1764, to direct you to take care that 
no ſurvey of that part of the iſland of St. Vincent, which is inhabited 
or claimed. by ,Charibbs, ſhould be begun before you ſhould have received 
fe th oft Lions for the purpoſe, And his Majeſty 'was pleafed at the 
ſame time to command you. to apply to the Lord High Treaſurer, or 
Commiffioners of the reafury, for the time being, for further inftruc- 
tions, orders, and directions, as you ſhould, from time to time, ſee cauſe 
and occafion for fo doing. | And whereas a memorial has been laid be- 
fore us, by William Fong: Eſq; Comiſſionet and Receiver, repreſent- 
ing on oli part as well as his own, that in the courſe of the execution 
of your conimiffion in the iſland of St: Vincent, you had procured and 
obtained more perfect information and knowledge of the. ſituation and 
ſettlements of the Charibbs, and of the extent, Joi, 8 condition, 
and impfoveable value of the quarter of the iſlands, which they occupy 
and inhabit, and of their numbers, diſpoſition, habits, and manner of 
living, than could be had at the time when his Majeſty's inftruc- 
tions were given to you, for the regulation of your conduct in this re- 
ſpect; and the memorial ſtates, that it appears to you from the diſcoveries 
you have made, and the accounts you have received, that the number of 
the ſavages, who paſs under the general denomination of Charibbs, do not 
exceed 2000 perſons, including women and children. That the natives 
and Sigſut ln habitants of the iſland, conſtitute but an inconſiderable 
part of this computation, having been muchreduced andalmoſt extripated, 
by a race of free Negroes, from whom, though they live intermixed, the 
native Charibbs are eaſily diſtinguiſhable, both as being of a differentcoun- 
tenance and completion, and of a nature and character much leſs fierce 
and intractable. That theſe two tribes of lavages inhabit the eaſtern 
or windward part of the iſland, living in buts, irregularly ſcattered and : 
q ſperſed in the woods, and for the moſt part without law, diſcipline or 
ſubordination. 'That except ſome (pots and patches of cleared lands, 
on which they raiſe a {mall quantity of proviſions, (which added to 
the fiſh they take are neceſſary for their ſubſiſtance,) the whole tract 
through which they are thus diſperſed lies covered with wood, unculti- 
vated and unoccupied, without benefit to the colony, or uſe to the nomi- 
nal owners, though 1 it is repreſented to 8 in richneſs of foil, ſupply of 
rivers, 
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rivers, and fitneſs for the growth and manufactory of ſugar, more valu- 
able than any of the lands already fold by virtue of your commiſſion. 
And the memorial further repreſents, that it is your earneſt deſire and re- 
commendation, that you may receive from us inſtructions and power to 
ſurvey, allot and diſpoſe of the ſaid lands in the windward part of the 
iſland, purſuant to the tenor of your former inſtructions; and in caſe 
he neceflity of the ſervice ſhall require it, to remove the Charibbs to 
ſome other quarter of the iſland, which may be found as comfortable for 
their habitation, and as convenient for their ſupport, as that which they 
now poſſeſs.

Tibbs, but the Surveyors choſe to retire; the Charibbs burnt their tem- 
porary huts, deſtroyed their utenſils, broke up the roads lately made in 
ſeveral places, and held in every reſpect ſuch a conduct, and ſuch dif- 
courſes as perſuaded the [Preſident of the council, his Majeſty's firſt 
Commiſſioners, and indeed moſt perſons in the colony, that there was 
no likelihood of proſecuting the ſurvty and ſale of thoſe lands, without 
endangering the peace of the iſland, or without committing: acts of 
violence; as theſe were circumſtances in which the Commiffioners have 
underſtood, that they were not to proceed upon the execution of ibeir 
additional inſtructions, for the diſpoſal of the Charibb lands, and alſo as 
they were requeſted by both houſes of the legiſlature here, to deſiſt from 
any ſales, for the ſafety of the colony, they have accordingly poſtponed 
them until they ſhall receive further orders from government.

FN obedience. to your Lordihip' s inſtructions to us, on the 25th of 
January laſt, relative to the Charibbs, we proceeded in the execu- 
tion thereof, by fixing a time for the meeting of the Chiefs, and moſt: 
ſenſible perſons. amongſt them, at Morni Garou, on the borders of the 
country which they claim; and having given this previous notice, we 
met on the day appointed about forty of the Black Charibbs, inha- 
biting the internal parts of the iſland, under the conduct of one named. 
Chatoye, a perſon eſteemed to have the moſt influence amongſt them, 
and they of Grand Sable the moſt conſiderable diſtrict. After explain- 
ing-to them very fully his Majeſty's diſpleaſure at the pretended pur- 
chaſes made from ſome among them, without his previous approba- 
tion (which ſeemed to them very agreeable to hear, as the Charibbs in 
general are averſe to theſe purchaſes taking place, and would even — — 
them by force) and after explaining to them very fully his Majeſty's gr 
cious intention of preſerving and defending them in their liberties, ind of 
confirming them in the poſſeſſion of certain lands, neceſſary and conveni- 
ent for their ſubſiſtance, and alſo of making them preſents in money for 
ſuch lands as they ſhould relinquiſh, we propoſed their yielding to us 
that part of the iſland called Morni Garou, extending as far as Point 
Eſpagnol, at the north end of the iſland, a tract which we had reaſon 
to think might contain about four thouſand acres of practicable land: 
and as this part of the country was chiefly elaimed by thoſe Charibbs 
then aſſembled, we offered in his Majeſty's name, as a recompence for 
it, to confirm to them the whole of the land inhabited by them, and: 
woods adjacent, in the diſtrict of Morni, Eſpagnol, Rabaca, and Grand. 
ä re which. wo-promſed ſhould: 1 be taken from them; and that

they might be permitted to ſell it on obtaining the King's licence. 
We alſo offered a preſent in money of one thouſand Johanneſſes, or 
thirty ſix ſhilling pieces, to be divided amongſt them. We eſteemed 
this as a very advantageous offer on the part of the Charibbs, as in the 
whole extent of country which we aſked, there is no ſettlement poſ- 
ſeſſed by a Black Charibb, the only inhabitants there being two or 
three free negroes, who live on ſmall ſpots formerly cleared by ſome of 
the Charibbs, and under whom they now hold their land; and in or- 

der to obviate any difficulties theſe perſons might raiſe, we offered to 
provide ſome other land for them, in caſe it ſhould be neceſſary to re- 
move them from their ſettlements. Some Red Charibbs had been for- 
merly ſettled in this part, but having received money from thoſe ad- 
venturers who have been trying to force themſelves into thoſe lands, 
have now entirely quitted, and no perſon made any claim on their be- 
half. We alſo thought that the offer of confirming to them the whole 
of the lands in the parts where they were ſettled, would be readily ac- 
cepted, as they would thereby be quite ſeparate from the white inha- 
bitants; a point they have always appeared to think of great impor- 
tance. On aſking whether they were willing to agree to our propoſal, 
we were greatly ſurprized to find them in a fixed reſolution not to con- 
ſent to our ſettling any part of the country claimed by them; 
which they ſteadily adhered to, notwithſtanding our endeavours, by 
many arguments, to prevail on them to alter their ſentiments. On our 
departure, we deſired them to return to their habitations, and conſult 
further with the reſt of the people, and if they ſhould alter their reſo- 
tion, to acquaint us of it within ten days, otherwiſe we ſhould conſider 
them as perſiſting in their refuſal ; ſince which we have heard nothing 
concerning them, and therefore conclude they are determined not to 
conſent to any terms. | 3 „„ 
Me were greatly aſtoniſhed at this refuſal, as we had good reafon 
to think, from the declarations of many of them, particularly Chatoye, 
the Chief then preſent, that they would have. conſented ; and can only 
attribute this behaviour to the influence of one amongſt them, who 
had been reſident in Martinico from his infancy, . and had been ſervant 
to ſeveral French officers, who was lately returned and ſettled in the 
Charibb country. On our demanding whether they acknowledged 
themſelves ſubjects of the King of Great Britain, and deſiring to know: 
| . - ; whether 
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 whethey they would take the oath of allegiance, this r 1 (poke. tor 
them, and anſwered in the negative; and ſaid they were independent 
of either the King of Great Britain, or of France, but at the ſame time 
they confeſſed a great partiality to the French, and declared they had 
been ordered by the Governor of Martinico not to give up any land; 
and that he had promiſed to protect them. 5 


We are now convinced by the whole tenor of their behaviour, that 
all treaty and negociation, though on the moſt juſt and humane terms, 
will be fruitleſs; and in caſe it ſhall be thought expedient to oblige 
them to fubmit to his Majeſty's government, or to yield up any 

part of the land they claim, it cannot be done without a ſufficient force 
to terrify them into obedience. And we are of opinion, that their poſi- 
tive refuſal to agree on the terms offered by us, on behalf of the 
Crown, or to take the oaths of allegiance, added to their avowed at- 
tachment to the French, makes it abſolutely neceſſary for the ſecurity 
of the lives and property of the inhabitants, that ſome ſteps ſhould 

immediately be taken to prevent their committing outrages un- 
puniſhed. | | 3 

We conceive it to be impoſſible that ſo ſmall an iſland can long 
continue divided between a civilized people and ſavages, who are 
bound by no ties of law or religion; and who, from their ſituation 
among woods, are even exempted from fear of puniſhment. Every day 
produces ſome great inconvenience to the civilized inhabitants, by 
their ſlaves being enticed away, and harboured by theſe ſavages; and a 
declaration of a war with France threatens almoſt inevitable ruin to 
the colony, as experience teaches us, that the efforts of the French 
would not be wanting in ſtirring up ſuch an enemy. \ 

And we think that the ſale of the lands is no longer the moſt im- 
portant object, but the honour of the Crown now becomes concerned 
- For the protection of its ſubjects, againſt a race of lawleſs people, who, 
when prompted by liquor, or ill-deſigning perſons, may commit any 
kind of violence without being ſubject to controul. . 
We do not preſume to preſcribe any particular meaſures to your 
Lordſhips, but generally take the liberty of obſerving, that in our opi- 
nion, the moſt effectual means of reducing them to obedience, will be 
to carry a road through their country, under the protection of a ſuffi- 
cient mulitary force; and after allotting them proper lands for m_ com-

they immediately took up arms, and contrary to that allegiance they had! | 


juſt before ſworn to, ſtopt the ſurveyors from proeeeding in their bu- 
ſineſs, took priſoners a pa of forty ſoldiers, encamped to protect the 
ſurveyors, diſavowed all allegiance to the King, to any ſubjection to the 
lav in expreſs and poſitive terms. The Commiſſioners being forbid by 
_ their inſtructions to uſe any force againſt the Charibbs, the Commander. 
of the iſland thought himſelf obliged to deſiſt from any hoſtilities, and 
enter into a freaty with the ſavages, by which they were promiſed that 
no roads, or furthey ſurveys, ſhould' be made for the preſent in the wood 
lands, if they would ſuffer the troops they had ſurrounded to return, 
which was accordingly done.

an embaſſy to Count D'Ennery, the Governor of Martinique, to inform. 
him that they were now ready to cut off the Englith, and deſtroy all:

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the Charibb Chiefs with not only; the ſtrongeſt expreſſions of horror 
at their propoſal, but with threats) we hold. ourſelves indebted for the 
preſervation of our eſtates and lives. Upon this repulſe, the ſavages 
2 affected an humble tone, but ſtill kept up a communication with 
the French ſettlements, and conſtantly brought from thence, in return 
for the tobocco and fowls they ſold, fire arms and ammunition. About 
this time the legiſlature of the iſland paſſed a law for raiſing a Militia. 
To this event we firſt conceived we owed the ſubjection to which the 
Charibbs ſeemed to be reduced; for they, about the ſame time, ſent 
their Prieſt to the Commiſſioners, and to ſome of the principal inhabi- 
tants of the iſland, to aſſure them, they were ſenſible of their error; 
that they had been miſled; and that they were then ready to ſubmit in 
any manner the Commiſſioners required, both by giving up their lands. 
and acknowledging the King's ſovereignty. But it was ſoon-diſcovered - 
that theſe appearances were but an artifice to conceal the treachery they 
were then meditating, for there being at that time a diſpute between 
the courts of England and Spain, about Falkland's Iſland, which it 
was thought would terminate in an open rupture, and that the French 
would take a part in the war: the Charibbs were well informed of 
theſe circumſtances, and ſome of their Chiefs were conſtantly in waiting 
at Martinique, for orders from the new French Governor, Count 
D'Ennery, being at that time recalled: but the buſineſs being accom- 
modated between the two courts, and Sir William | Young going out 
ſoon after, with inſtructions ſtill more favourable to the Charibbs than 
any of the former, or than they. ſeemed ever to have thought of them 
ſelves, a fair opportunity now offered for their confirmation of their | 
promiſes, but they thought it no longer neceſſary to continue the deceit. 
As to the manner in which they received Sir William Young, and the 
other Commiſſioners, about the month of June Jaſt, at a congreſs 
which they ſeemed only to conſider as an embaſſy. from one ſtate to 
another, 1 again the King's ſovereignty over them, and 
avowing their reſolution not to ſuffer any of the wood lands to be ſold, 
their refuſal to accept any of the preſents offered by the Commiſſioners, 
in token of amity; and the little reſerve ſhewn by them, in declaring 
that they were — under the influence of the Governor of Marti- 
nique; we beg leave to refer your Lordſhip for farther particulars 
to the report which your Lordſhip may have received from the 0 
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of Commiſſionets. The danger in which the legiſlature of St. Vincent 
conſiders that iſland to be in at this inſtant is fully ſet forth in their late 
memorial, to which we alſo beg leave to refer your Lordſhip, 
From the circumſtances we have related, and from many others 
which tend to our conviction, though too tedious to enumerate to your 
Lordſhip, we are perſuaded that no a& or meaſure of government 
can preſerve the tranquillity of the iſland of St, Vincent, and put the 
t rty and lives of the inhabitants out of the danger of the inroads 
of the Black Charibbs, but their abſolute and immediate removal from 
the iſland. As to the keeping them in order by a ſuperior force, we 
muſt beg leave to obſerve to your Lordſhip, that the number of men 
able to bear arms double that of the colony. French deſerters from 
the regiments at Martinique have been ſeen among them, from which 
wie conclude, they are trained to the uſe of arms; we therefore do not 
think, that even whilſt there continues a peace between England and 
France, that the peace of the iſland can be ſecured with leſs than two- 
regiments ; and in time of war, we cannot ſay what force will be necef- 
fary for the purpoſe; for the Black Charibbs being in poſſeſſion of a. 
great part of the coaſt, the enemy will at all times be ſecure of a

Should the Black Charibbs be once removed from the iſſand, we con- 
ceive we then ſhall be able to put the Yellow Charibbs, or Aborigines, 
upon a footing as advantageous to St. Vincent, as the free negroes in. 
Jamaica are upon to that iſland ; for the French, conſidering the Yellow 


Charibbs too inſignificant to do them either good. or harm, have left 


them free from the prejudices they have inſtilled into. the others, by 
which they remain fit objects for our ſervice, as well as for our humanity 
and care; being inferior in number to the Whites already ſettled in the 
iſland, we ſhall be under no apprehenſions of danger from them. 
Should it be his Majeſty's gracious will to remove thoſe ſavages, the. 
Black Charibbe, from the iſland, we think it would be as conſiſtent with 
his Majeſty's preſent intentions, as his Majeſty's former humane conduct 
towards them, to permit them to name their own place of retreat, if 
they chooſe to do it; ſo as ſuch choice does not tend to endanger the other

colonies, or cauſe any breach of the treaties ſubſiiſting between Eng- 
land and other other ſtates. For as it is known that they have at times 
ſuppoſed that government intended to act in an hoſtile manner againſt 

them, and as their requeſt, at the laſt peace, to retire to the iſland St. 

Lucia, was refuſed by the French Governor, it cannot, we apprehend, 

be doubted, but they have fixed upon ſome other aſylum, to which it is 

probable they would now give the preference. = ir arg er 

Should they not be immediately prepared to make ſuch a choice, or 

ſhould they not immediately agree among themſelves upon a place to re- 

tire to, or ſhould they name one exceptionable to government, we 
conceive that the removing them to the part of the world from whence 
their anceſtors came, would as much correſpond with their on incli- 
nations, as with the clemency of his Majeſty's purpoſes. And we think 
that any unoccupied tract of 10,000 acres of wood land, upon any part 
of the coaſt of Africa, having one or more, rivers running through it, 
would afford them all the neceſſaries of life which they have been ac- 
cuſtomed to. The climate being the ſame as that of St. Vincent, makes 
cloathing no more neceſſary to them than before; and by living on a ſea 
coaſt, they would have the ſame opportunity of ſupporting themſelves 
by fiſhing, as they have now 1n St. Vincent. Or they might be placed on 
the iſland of St. Matthew, ſituated in lat. 2. 31. S. an ifland of much 
the ſame. ſize as St. Vincent, is totally uninhabited ; and, as we un- 
derſtand, claimed by no particular power, farther than what the Portu- 
gueſe may pretend to from their being the firſt diſcoverers ; and which 
right, we preſume, gives them an equal title to St. Helena, and other 
parts not now in their poſſeſſion, though firſt diſcovered by them.

It is obvious by this letter hat 
the French have encouraged, and acknowledged the Charibbs to be an 
independent people, and ſeems to confirm the ſuſpicions that have 
been long entertained of cheir influence on their conduct. As Tam 
afraid it will be impoſſible to bring thoſe ſavages to a proper ſenſe of 
duty to his Majeſty, by acknowledging his Sovereignty, and acceptin 
of his favour and protection, I mutt beg leave to ſubmit to your Lord- 
. hip's' conſideration, whether it might not be proper to take ſome ſteps 
to force theſe rope to obedience, fince the gentle methods that were 
practiſed by Sir William Young had not the deſired effect, but, on the 
contrary, were looked upon to have proceeded from timidity; and as 
the regiments on this Government are expected ſhortly to. be relieved, 
and we have ſo reſpec̃table a fleet in theſe ſeas, with the ſtate of tran- 
quillity that now ſubſiſts with our neighbours, if force is ever to be 
uſed, I am humbly of opinion there is no time ſo proper as upon the 
relief of the troops.

May is pleaſe your Majefy, | 

NI FE your Majeſty's loyal and dutiful ſubjeRs the Council and Aſ- 
VV ſembly of this your iſland of St. Vincent, on behalf of our- 
ſelves, and every other inhabitant of this infant Colony, beg leave again 


to approach your Moſt Excellent Majeſty, and to repreſent to you in 
the ſtrongeſt terms the dangers with which we are ſurrounded, in order 


that your Majeſty may (before it 1s too late) direct ſuch vigorous meas 


_ ſures to be taken, as we apprehend can alone ſecure the tranquillity of 
this ifland, or preſerve the lives and properties of your faithful ſubjects. 
And whatever reluctance we have to interrupt by our complaints, that 
happineſs which we pray your Majeſty may ever enjoy, yet a regard to 
the truſt repoſed in us for the common good of this Colony, will not 
permit us to be filent under circumſtances ſoralarming as the preſent: 
bony anxious that whenever any of thoſe dreadful events happen,

| The fears and apprehenſions expreſſed in our former addreſs to your 
Majeſty, with reſpect to the Charibbs: of this ifland, are now: become 
certain dangers ; and the acquiſition of their lands (however valuable 
it might prove to your Majeſty's revenue) has for ſome time paſt been 
only a ſecondary, and very. inferior object, having yielded to a more 


important and natural conſideration, the ſecurity of our property, and 


the ſafety of our perſons. For, by the facts which are to be the ſub- 


of ject of our preſent addreſs, we are perſuaded that your ' Majeſty will 
obſerve with concern the unhappy ſituation of your ſubjects, and will 


at the ſame time be convinced, that the only alternative left this day to 
the Britiſh Crown, is this, either tamely to acknowledge that it has no 
right of Sovereignty in the lands of the Charibbs, or to conſider them 
as a neſt of dangerous and inſolent rebels. 
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FEncouraged and ſupported by a few individuals (who, regardleſs of 
your Majeſty's rights, and of the public ſecurity, have made private 
contracts with theſe ſavages for the lands they occupy, through your 
Royal Clemency) the Charibbs are now taught to deny the right of the 
Britiſh Crown to the moſt conſiderable part of the iſland of St, Vin- 
cent, and to affect an independent neutrality, as well as an exemption 
from all civil juriſdiction, or ſubordination whatloever ; yet a few 
mouths ſince, when we daily expected to be involved in war, they but 
too plainly betrayed the ſtrong attachment they had to that nation, with 
whoſe ſubjects and language they have been ſo long converſant, and 
whoſe intereſt they are ready at any'time-to eſpouſe, to the prejudice of 
thoſe of your Majeſty, and to the ſacrifice of our lives and fortunes. 
It was not to your Majeſty's Governor, but to the Governor at Mar- 
tinique, that they reſorted at that juncture; it was not your alliance 
and protection, but that of France, they then courted ; in a word, it 
was with the French, and not with us, they offered to join arms, when 
they expected a rupture between the two nations. The good reception 
and encouragement they met with from the French General, was hardl

ſafety of your ſubjects, but highly derogatory from the honour and 
dignity 1 the Britiſh Crown; that lenity, and every humane expedient |

In this ſituation, I have not thought myſelf at liberty to make any - 
requiſition of troops from the Commander in Chief of his Majeſty's 
forces in North America.

Haw finiſhed every thing neceſſary for this year at Grenada, 
11 we embarked for St. Vincent, where, in obedience to our 
inſtructions from the Right Honourable the Lord Commiſſioners of 
his Majeſty's Treaſury, relating to the ſettlement of the windward part 
of that iſland, before we attempted any meaſures that might occaſion. 
the leaſt alarm amongſt the Charibbs, we had taken every precaution. 
directed by their Lordſhips, and uſed all poſſible means of making 
them acquainted with his Majeſty's gracious diſpoſition towards them; 
and for that purpoſe employed different perſons, whom we thought to- 
have the greateſt influence over them as emiſſaries, to explain the ar- 
rangements intended; and had ſeveral interviews with many of them 
in their own country, where we went to meet. From the temper of thoſe 
with whom we converſcd, and the reports we had of the ſentiments of. 
the reſt, we did not conceive any difficulty would ariſe in the execu- 
tion of their Lordſhips inftrutions, we therefore directed te Sur=- 
veyors. to begin a road at the river Coubimaron, which is the boundary 
of the country claimed by the Charibbs ; judging that the moſt uſeful. 
ſtep to ſet out with, as it would open a communication with the ſet- 
tled part of the iſland, and thereby render the land more valuable, 
give an opportunity of difcovering the number and ſituation of the 
Charibbs, and at the ſame time greatly facilitate the ſurvey of the 
country. With this road the Surveyors proceeded to a. place called. 
Maſſerica, about eight miles diſtant, in a ſtrait line from where they 
began. In the courſe of their work they were met with ſome few In- 
dians, who appeared diſcontented at the progreſs of the road, and: 
heard rumours of an intended oppoſition to the continuation of it,, 
which induced us to requeſt of the Governor of the iſland, a. party of. 
ſolders to protect the Surveyors in the execution of their duty. After 
the party was granted, the buſineſs was for ſome time carried on. 
without interruption, or further ſhew of diſcontent amongſt the Cha 
ribbs, in ſo much that it was judged inconvenient and l 


— 
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that the regiment ſhould have a large detachment at ſo great a diſtance 
from the barracks, no more than a Serjeant's guard was continued. 
On the approach of the Surveyors near Maſſerica, it was thought pro- 
per to build ſome new huts, and to advance the ſoldiers more into the 
country, that they might be at hand, to give any aſſiſtance, if required. 
This occaſioned freſh diſcontents, and it was therefore judged neceſſary 
to increaſe the guard to the number of forty men; who, on march to- 
wards the huts prepared for their reception, were ſtopped by ſome of 
the Black Indians, acquainting them, that a large party was aſſembled, 
and determined to oppoſe their taking poſſeſſion of the huts ; and that 
they would not-ſuffer the Engliſh to carry on the road into the country, 
or to have any ſettlement there ; and that they did not acknowledge any 
obedience to the King of Great Britain, or to the French King, being a 
free people. To theſe threats the ſoldiers paid no attention, but 
marched up to the poſt, where they diſcovered a party of Indians aſ- 
ſembled, about three hundred in number, well armed; who after ſome. 
altercations, were prevailed upon by arguments, to retire to a ſmall 
diſtance, where they remained in arms. Soon afterwards intelligence. 
was brought to the Preſident of the iſland, that the, Indians had ſur- 
rounded the party poſted in the country, and cut off their communica- 
tion of the road, ſo that no proviſions or ſuccours:could be conveyed to. 
them, which occaſioned aconſiderable alarm in the iſland, and it was judg- 
ed expedient to march out the remainder of the regiment to their relief. 
Sir William Young being the only Commiſſioner on the iſland, thought 
proper, on behalf of the Board, to communicate to the Prefident our 1n- 
ſtructions on this ſubject, and was clearly of opinion, that nothing was 
to be undertaken in the preſent weak ſtate of the colony, that might en- 
danger the peace and ſecurity of; and that by the inſtructions, no autho- 
rity was given to commence hoſtilities; and as it appeared impracticable 
to carry into execution the plan for ſettling that part of the country, in 
the manner directed by their Lordſhips (that is with a mild and gentle 
hand) that he did no longer require the aid of his.
